THE HEAT OF THE FUTUSE- 


NEAE8IOHTEDNE88 AMONG 80HOOL- 


OHILDBEN. 


Dr. Samuel Sexton, one of our fo.idinj 


otologists, has for the last two pr three 
years been engaged in an investigation 
whose details, when given to the public 
iii_ fuH, will prove of more than -usual 
scientific interest and importance. Almost 
every general reader has heard more or 
less of the progressive myopia (near- 
sightedness) of the pupils in our public 
schools, able and elaborate papers on that 
subject having been published by Dr. 
Agnew, Dr. Loring, Dr. Parker Lewis and 
others in this country, and by the fore- 
most ophthalmologists of Germany and 
Russia. 
The causes to which myopia is 


usually attributed by thu profession are 
the stooping posture of pupils, defective 
ventilation and bad lighting of .school- 
rooms, and lack of exercise in the open 
air, together with bad diet arid over-study. 
Dr. Sexton's method of inquiry has been 
both more comprehensive and exact as 
respects the etiology of defective vision 
and hearing in the' pupils of our public 
schools and seminaries of learning than 
tiiose of his predecessors, and he brings 
W\iBiRewJU!d.3P.?Si.a' C!Ulse 'I'11' l|!>s 


observation of cases led him first to the 
generalization that diseased and defective 
teeth are nearly invariable in their associ- 
ation with inflammatory diseases of the 
car and eye, and this fact caused him to 
institute a thorough investigation of the 
state of teeth among tho pupils in out- 
public schools. 
In the course of this 


work he has taken some hundreds of accu- 
rate casts in plaster of the interior of the 
mouth in cases that have come under his 
notice, and has collected a cabinet that 
is invalable as a contribution to science. 
His method has been, first, to take a com- 
plete cast of the internal cavity, and then 
from it to mould each jaw separately and 
unite the two posteriorly with a neat brass 
hinge, so that the state of the teeth, their 
arrangement and all their peculiarities 
can be observed at a glance. He has 
found a pretty constant association be- 
tween myopia, impaired hearing and de- 
fective teeth, the cause of which he be- 
lieves to lie in the distribution of the 
fifth pair of nerves, which is at once a 
sensory, motor, and trophic pair, supply- 
ing the teeth, the tissue of the nose, those 
of the eye and ear, the integuments of 
the frontal and temporal region, and so 
on. Irritation of the whole region is 
consequently produced by a defective 
tooth, and, in point of fact, some of the 
severest cases of neuralgia, temporal, 
facial and ophthalmic, arise from impaired 
teeth; often in cases where the teeth 
themselves give no trouble whatever, and 
none save the acutest medical intelligence 
can trace any relation between the fierce 
attacks In the eye, ear or temple, perhaps 
and the caried tooth that gives no local 
vrouble whatever.

"or, if the room is too warm, tho water 
cannot be shut off like steam, but must 
remain in the pipes if the circulation is 
nterrupted, and part with its heat gradu- 
ally, or, if more heat is required, the fires 
must be quickened, and the water has to 
make an entire circuit before the benefit 
_s felt. 
The temperature of the water in 


the Prall system—which is, perhaps the 
best known of all—is to be about 400 to 
425 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Such a high 


temperature involves a pressure at the 
boiler of not less than nineteen or twenty 
atmospheres, and it is doubtful if such a 
pressure can be regarded as quite safe. 
The system of heating that is destined to 
supersede all others is by means of a gas- 
eous fuel. 
For this purpose a suitable 


gas can be manufactured very cheaply, 
and there need be no more difficulty or 
danger attending its use than is met with 
now in the use of illuminating gas. By 
passing a current of steam through an 
incandescent mass of coaf, in a suitable 
furnace, the oxygen of the steam com- 
bines with the carbon of the coal to form 
a combustible gas, while the other con- 
stituent of the steam, hydrogen gas, whicli 
is also combustible, is set free. 
The mix- 


ture of carbon oxide and hydrogen thus 
produced is the so-called " water gas," 
and it is this gas which seems likely to 


largely into use for a household

tion with this gas is that, although it will 
explode when mixed with the proper pro- 
portion of air, its explosive energy is 
much less than that of ordinary illumi- 
nating gas.

confirmed in the faith as to the necessity 
for remodelling tociety and resolved to 
lose no time .in setting to work. She as- 
sumed the name of a soldier's widow, and 
began to work at daily wages in a factory, 
the better to be able to carry on the work 
of prosclytism among the disinherited of 
world. The self-devotion and solfsacri- 
flcing enthusiasm which led a woman 
reared inthemidst of luxury, and educated 
as Russian women only are educated, to 
don the coarse garments of the factory 
and spend her life among the illiterate 
vulgar, not from any belief in a divine 
command, but solely from "love for the 
others," are by no means unfamiliar in 
Russia. 
Sophie Bardin, or rather the 


twenty-two year old widow Zaizeff, was 
not long permitted to conduct her propa- 
ganda in peace. A year after her descent 
among the workers she was arrested. The 
authorities took two years to prepare her 
indictment, and she was not tried before 
the spring of 1877. 
She conducted her 


own defence, and surprised everyone by 
the courage and passion with which she 
pleaded her cause. Thousands of copies 
of her address were sold in St. Petersburg 
and the fate of the eloquent speaker gav< 
farce and emphasis to her closing words 
''The association will avenge me, and it 
vengeance will be terrible. Let you 
hangmen and judges massacre and des-

"She was 
only twenty years old, but all Kiel!'," says 
her admirer, who predicts that ere long 
her statue will rise upon the site of the 
fortress of her native city, "knew her 
charming smile, and the immense treas- 
ure of her charity toward the poor." Still 
more remarkable was the case of Victoria 
Goukoffbhi, daughter ofa medical dispen-

BRISTOL 


—An Irish funeral from the country to 


St. Mark's burying ground, took place 
last Tuesday. After the body was in- 
terred a number of those attending the 
funeral stopped at the Cottage Hotel and 
proceeded to indulge in a liberal amount 
of whiskey. 
The fighting qualities of 


about half a dozen were won aroused and 
a free fif;ht was the natural consequance. 
The constable arrested three of the most 
prominent violators of the peace, who 
were taken before Squire Bailey, and in 
default of the needful to pay the fine im- 
posed, they were sent to the borough 
dungeon for twenty-four hours. 


—Forty-three duly qualified medical 


women filed a petition at the opening of 
the international medical congress in 
London on the third inst., for a reversal 
of the decision of the general committee 
refusing them admission. This memorial 
set forth, among other .things, that the 
question of the admission of women to the 
medical profession had been settled in 
England, in America, in France, Switzer- 
land, Russia, Italy and Sweden 
There 


were now the names of twenty-five wo- 
men on the English medical register, all 
of whom are practising medicine. Within 
the last few years a complete medical 
school for women had been established in 
London and had been attached to a large 
general hospital. The students at this 
school are at present forty in number, 
and the examinations and degrees of the 
Irish college of physicians and of the 
University of London are open to them. 
It was fiirth«r represented that both "the 
modi in which affairs were usually con- 
duotod in Englajitfj" and the interest of 
medical science would favor the admission 
of all pioperly qualified medical practi- 
tioner* on equal terms. The appeal pro- 
duced^* effect, and so far as tile con- 
gress was concerned tha existence of tbe 
petitioners was pot recognized. 
> , 


Bristol, fortunate in many things, has 


been particularly fortunate in the charac- 
ter of her schools,both public and private. 
When the present generation of middle- 
aged men and women were boys and girls 
one of the best preparatory schools for 
children in this section was in existence 
under tlie management of Miss Hannah 
Coleman, and the same school, keeping 
up with the progress of the ago, still 
flourishes under the management of its 
venerable founder, whose steps arc still 
ab brisk as those of her pupils and whose 
figure seems unimpaired by age. Other 
small schools have arisen and died the 
death of obscurity, but Miss Hannah's 
school has lived until it has become one 
the old landmarks of the town. 
Such 


schools as this, however, although valu- 
able for the young children just beginning 
the mystery of learning, did not meet the 
growing need of the public and several 
attempts were made to fill it, but until 
the establishment of the day and board- 
ing school of the Misses Pcirce, in the 
years immediately preceding the closing 
of the war, the want stilljexisted. With 
the establishment of this institution a new 
era may be said to have begun in educa- 
tional matters in our borough. The school 
prospered and grew, and, until its discon- 
tinuance about eight years ago, had no 
rival in the State for thoroughness and 
breadth of culture in its particular sphere, 
in the State. Its close was conceded by 
all to be a public loss and much interest 
was manifested not long after when it be- 
came known that this admirable seminary 
would be succeeded by another of equally 
high standard which would offer advan- 
tages equal to any institution of the kind 
in this section of country in the way of 
educational facilities for young ladies. 
It 


was about six years ago when this school 
was established. 
It was organized by 


Miss Merriam,who came among us an en- 
tire stranger to all but a few persons who 
interested themselves in her project, and 
encouraged her to go on with it. 
The 


school was located along the river bank in 
the old Breck property, corner of Kad- 
clifie and Mulberry streets. The property, 
which had at one time been one of the 
most pleasant and substantial residence's 
in the borough, had, upon the death of 
the owner, been sold and allov. ed to run 
down. It was now put in complete order 
and when the school opened much of its 
pristine glory had been restored to it and 
many improvementsadded. It answered 
the purposes of the school for the first 
term very well, but during the second 
term the space was found rather contracted 
and by the time the second year had com- 
menced various plans had to be devised 
to meet the growing wants of the institu- 
tion which continued to flourish, although 
quite early in its history, the proprietor, 
who had by this time gained the esteem 
and respect of the entire community, and 
had made many fronds, was prostrated by 
a serious illness, which prevented her giv- 
ing her undivided attention to the school 
for several months. 
Happily she re- 


covered, and the school still continues, 
increasing in numbers year by year and 
improving continually in educational 
methods. 


Last yeai it was found that it would be 


absolutely necessary to enlarge the bor- 
ders of the institution. The accommoda- 
tions both in the school department and 
the household were entirely too limited. 
This presented « dilemma which was 
quite puzzling to solve and it might still 
have remained unsolved had not the 
chance aud tbe means opportunely arrived 
for securing the commodious buildings 
upon the extensive and handsome property 
of the Misses Peirce, the place which had 
been so long and favorably known as the 
pleasant and homelike " Bristol Boarding 
School," when under the management of 
the last named ladies. Located in the 
prettiest part of the town, with a fine 
river vi ew,and upon the high ground,where 
plenty of pure fresh air can reach (hose 
who are so fortunate as to dwell there, 
the place is one of most delightfully situ- 
ated in the country, and the structures 
upon the property being spacious and 
comfortable, and specially desigqed^for 
school purposes, everything .that could be 
needed to make school life enjoyable and 
profitable are found here. To this beauti- 
ful location will Miss Merriam's school be 
removed, and in September the seventh 
year will begin in new quarters and w ith 
a new title which will endear the institu- 
tion more than ever to its many friends 
hereabouts since it will bear the name of 
the town where it is situated, and hence- 
forth be known as the Bristol Seminary. 
That we have not overrated the attract- 
iveness of the school's new home every- 
body acquainted with tbe locality will 
know, and only strangers will need to ex- 
amine the picturesque cut at the head of 
this column, which accurately reproduces 
the buildings and their surroundings, to 
recognize its many charming features. 


While thus fully describing the natural 


advantages 
which the Seminary will 


enjoy it would be a strange omission 
not to say something concerning its 
educational features. 
In Miss Mer- 


riam, its principal, it has a lady whose 
qualifications and experience are testified 
to by some of the best known instructors 


and prominent ministers of the country, 
among the number being Rev. W. C.

Darwin cites a curious case where even 
physical injurii i in a parent were trans- 
mitted to the children for two genera 
tie-in. 
Mr. Da i win says : Mr. Bishop has 


given me a cas<- of inheritance of a pecu- 
liarity which ai use, as it appears, from an 
injury, accompanied by diseased state of 
the part. This latter fact seems to be an 
imporUnt clcmrnt in all such cases. A 
gentleman, when a boy, had the skin of 
both thumbs badly cracked from expo- 
sure to cold, combined with some skin 
disease. His thumbs swelled greatly, 
and remained in this state fora long time. 
When the) healed they were misshapen, 
and the nails CUT afterward were singu- 
larly narrow, short and thick. This gen- 
tleman had four children, of whom the 
eldest, Sarah, had both her thumbs and 
nails like her i.ither's; the third child, 
also a daughter, had one thumb similarly 
deformed. 
The two other children, a 


boy and a girl, were normal. The daugh- 
ter, Sarah, had four children, of whom 
the eldest and the third, both daughters, 
had their two thumbs deformed: the 
other two children, a boy and girl, were 
normal. The ^real-grandchildren of this ( 
gentleman were all normal. Mr. Bishop 
believes that the old gentleman was cor- 
rect in attributing the state of his thumbs 
to cold aided bv skin disease, as he posi- 
tively asserted that his thumbs \vcre not 
originally misshapen, and there was no 
record or any previous inherited tendency 
of the kind in his family. 
He had six 


brothers and sisters, who lived to have 
families, some i>f them very large famil- 
ies, and in none was there any trace of 
deformity in their thumbs.
